July 4 .—Examination 
of the ’seismograph at Georgetown 
University to-day disclosed the record 
of an earthquake of great intensity 
during the eurly morning hours cen¬ 
tring at a considerable distance from 
Washington.

This Is the 
message that gave Luther hla power 
In Europe and every aptrltual quick¬ 
ening since has re-emphasised It. It 
brought life to all who accepted 
Paul's messng* In Asia Minor and it 
still is the Hource of new spiritual 
quickening to those who believe. 

There is no lark of strength and 
sternness In the preacher's message 
hare. (vs. 40 43). Paul pointed out 
the possibility of unbelief and warn¬ 
ed them, in the words of their own 
prophets, of the danger of despising 
the Word of G«»d. Many were con¬ 
vinced And"followed the Apostles de¬ 
siring fuller instruction. But the next 
Hsbhath hevesled that the old antag 
onlsrn of the JeV* was reawakened 
In this dentil* efty. This message 
of free grace, offered to Jew* and 
Gentiles alike. Was always hated by 
the exclusive Jess* of thgt.time and 
here they opposed tha Apostles and 
compelled them to turn to the Gen¬ 
tile*.. What we need to realise ta 
that the opposition of the Jews to 
Christianity, was rdoted |n the very 
naure of things.- The corner atone of 
their faith waa inetr exclusive priv¬ 
ilege na the peoptjv of»God and a uni¬ 
versal Gospel was rank heresy to 
them. * At the same time they rrM 
not prevent the ,work of the Church 
from going forward, and # number of 
(heir own people, as well as man y 
Gentiles, were saved. 

There are two thoughts here in 
conclusion. First, Ihe Gospel is a 
word of Judgment to those who per¬ 
sistently refuse to believe. It 1 eaves 
them with the tbnaequ*ncrs of thair 
own stntf: it cartnot otherwise On 
the other hand the very difficulties of 
the Gospel were over-ruled to bring 
Its " distinctive truths Into dearer 
light.

THE SHORES OF SHAWNIGAN 

The lake la four an«l three quarte rs 
miles long and at ft* widest about 
three quarters of a mile.

Th# 
wealth of color and scent with,all the 
promise of fruit and vegetable, the 
sense of security from the frosts, and 
hailstorms of the Kaat, the'brilliant 
blue sky with its fringe pf mighty 
trees; no wonder the postmaster after 
long years at Edmonton felt It good 
to be here. Beneath the warm 
brown soil the moisture stood but an 
Inch and belled the dryness of the 
surface, so that with cultivation 
Mother Earth gives a plentiful a 
response. Nay, even without It, the 
wild flowers thrive in unwonted 
luxurlousness. Above the railway 
track tha air waa full of the perfume 
of the blue lupines, so profuse as to 
give their color to the landscape. It 
brought back the scent of clover- 
fields or, even more, of broad acres 
of beans, moat delightful of perfume* 
out of-doors. Wandering over the 
steep slopes where only blackened 
stumps tsll of the former forest, for 
Yio second growth timber as yet bus 
appeared, it iras delightful - to see 
how the smaller native flora lias 
again asserted Itself.
